REMARKS 

In response to the Decision on Appeal (No. 2007-0464) from the Board dated March 14, 
2007 regarding the above-captioned application, Appellants hereby submit an Amendment under 
37 C.F.R. §41.54 cancelling Claims 24 and 25 to thereby place the application in condition for 
allowance. 

Reversal of 35 U.S.C. §103 Rejections: 

Appellants gratefully acknowledge the Board's reversal of the rejection of Claims 10 and 
1 1 under 35 U.S.C. §103 as being obvious based on the combined teachings of Kulakowski and 
either Tsuchimochi or Tsutsui. In addition, Appellants gratefully acknowledge the Board's 
reversal of the rejection of Claims 12-13 and 26-27 under 35 U.S.C. §103 as being obvious based 
on the combined teachings of Kulokowski and either Takasugi or Davis. 

As indicated above, Claims 24 and 25 have been cancelled. Therefore, it is respectfully 
submitted that the remaining pending Claims 10-13, 26 and 27 are now in condition for 
allowance. Applicants request such action at an early date.
